Jar idea in England is no doubt largely 
influenced by Gozpsmirn’s description of 
the Citizen of the World ; and mariy people 
hhave taken the character there ‘set forth 
of the refined ‘philogophieal traveller in 
foreign jiarts very much more seriously than 
the sprightly writer intended. Curiously 
‘enought the genius of Gorpamita hit off 
many of the Chinese characteristics with 
more accuracy tan he was probably aware 
of himself. Ifthe Citizen of the World 
were a specimen of all’ educated Chinese, 
we should have little ground to complain 
of thein; aud 60 far as mere external 
conduct goes the Citizen of the World is, with 
Slightallowance for the exnggeration of a 
“hifmorous ‘writer, not a bad specimen of 


. the average Clunese ag we are familiar 


with him. No one can deny that the 
educated Chinaman has an amount of 
ceremonious politeness which would com- 
pare favourably with that of other uations; 
but few who are really acquainted with the 
Chineso can fail to see that it is of a very 


superficial: native,” There is a certain 


exaggeration about it, which - at once has 


. . the effect of making it hollow. People 


may, ina kindly' and generous way, con- 
others honourable, but they don’t 
rule consider themselves coutemp- 
tible; nor do persons with any olaim 
to” patriotigm deem their country ‘un- 
worthy and-some other country. entitled 
lo unlimited admiration, When, thorefore, 
it is considered avcessary in converaation to 
refer to one’s contemptible self and country

therefore, merely by their conve tional 
‘customs, the Chinese cannot be considered 
as models of politeness, and the not 
unkindly satire of the good Ann may to 
this extent be considered fully justified.

tion will seldom be found wanting int the 
essentials of yvod manners, ' They are 
quick to perceive whit is pleasing or what 


may be offensive to those with whom they 
have iutercourse, and will seldam be found 
to commit yaveheriee, of which many who 
Jook upow then with compliisant contempt 
are often guilty. Lf we pit aside the form 
and aceept the spirit of Cainese politeness, 
it will be scen that there is, after all, some- 
thing to be learnt from it. Making little 
of oneself aud as much as possible of those 
with whom we have intercourse ia not 
altogether a bad code'as to social amenity, 
and this ig what the: rather ponderdus 
system of Chinese etiquette practically 
indicates, Tt is not necessary to call our. 
selvea contemptible, but a form of intercourse

SOCIALIST VALUATION OF SHANTUNG,

TOBACCO-GROWING LN IRELAND. 
THE FIRST FACTORY. 

Experiments having been carried out on a 
small scale for six years by Colonel N. T. 
Evorard, D.L., on his estate at Randlestown, 
near Nevan, County Meath, the crop last year 
and ‘this was, by arrangement of tho Irish , 
Department of Agriculture and the Board of 
Inland Revenue, extended to twenty. acres, with | 
results that are most promising for the establish.
